EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-1 1 are allowable because the prior art of record neither anticipated nor 
rendered oObvious that a thin film transistor array panel in a liquid crystal display 
comprises various related elements as claimed with specific features recited in the 
claims 1 and 8 as follows: 

In claim 1 , a ratio of horizontal to vertical of each pixel is substantially equal to 
2:3as shown in Fig. 15; 

In claim 8 , red, blue and green pixels are sequentially arranged in a row 
direction, the red and the green pixels are alternately arranged in a column direction, 
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the blue pixels are repeatedly arranged in the column direction, four red and green 
pixels surrounding adjacent two blue pixels in neighboring two rows face each other, 
and a ratio of horizontal to vertical of each pixel is equal to 2:3 as shown in Fig. 14 and 
Fig.15.
